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UNDAY, or our Lord's Day (dies Dominica) is 
a Day dedicated by the Apoſtles to the more 
particular Service and Honour of Almighty God, 
and transferred from the Jewi/h Sabbath to the Da 
following, in Memory that Chri our Lord roſe 
from the Dead, and ſent down the Holy Gly 
that Day; whenceat is called the Lord's Day, 
Sunday from the old Heathen Denomination of dies 
Solis, the Day of the Sun, to which it wilacred. 

1 January. The Circumciſion of our Lord, vulgarly 
called New-Year's-Day, is a Feaſt inſtituted by the 
Church, in Memory of the Circumciſion of our 
Lord on the eighth Day from his Nativity, accord- 
ing to the Preſcript of the Old Law, (Gen. xvii. 12.) 
when he was named Jeſus, as the Angel had fore- 
told, (St. Luke i. 31.) and began to ſhed his in- 
fant Blood by the ſtony Knife of Circumciſion : 
And it is called New-YTtar's-Day, from the Old 
Romans beginning their Year on that Day. 

6 Jan. Twelfth-Day, or the Epiphany of our 
Lord, is a Feaſt ſolemnized in Memory and Ho- 
nour of Chriſt's Manifeſtation to the Gentiles by an 
extraordinary Star, by which the three Kings Were 
conducted from the Eaſt to adore him in the Man- 
ger, where they preſented him with God, Myreh, 
and Frankincenſe, in Teſtimony of his Regaſity,

Humanity, and Divinity, or of his being King, 
God, and Man. The Word Epiphany comes from 
the Greek, and ſignifies a Manifeſtation; and it is 
called Twelfth-Day, becauſe celebrated the 7zwwelfth 
Day after Chriſt's Nativity, excluſively. The fame 
Day are commemorated the Baptiſm of our Sa- 
viour, and his firſt Miracle at the Wedding in 
Cana of Galilee, turning Water into Wine. 

12 Jan. St. Benedict, ſurnamed Bi/cop, Maſter to 
our renowned St. Bede, and Abbot of ere near 
Durham in the Kingdom of the Northumbers, after 
he had five ſeveral Fimes viſited the aps/tol:c See, 


and thence obtained very large and ample Privi- 
leges for two Monaſteries which he had erected in 
Honour of God, and in Memory of the Apoſtles St. 


Peig and Paul, in a venerable old Age repleniſhed 
wittFSanctity, he repoſed in our Lord in the Year 
690, and was buried in his Monaſtery of St. Peter 
aforeſaid He was the firſt that united the Bene- 
diftine or Black Monks of our Iſland into one Bo- 
dy, and is therefore venerated by all that Order, as 
chief Patron of the Engliſb Congregation. 

25 Jan. The Converſion of St. Paul: a Feaſt inſti- 
tuted by the Church to perpetuate the Memory of 
his miraculous Converſion, which happened on 
this Day, in the 35th Year of Chriſt, as he was 
going with Letters from '7eru/alem to Damaſcus, to 

erſecute the Chriſtians that were there, when on a 
Maden a Voice from Heaven called upon him, and 
of a Perſecutor rendered him an Apoſtle, Acts ix. 
2 February, Candlemas-day, or the Purification of 
the B. Virgin, a Feaſt in Memory and Honour both 
of the Preſentation of our bleſſed Lord, and the Pu- 

 rifeation of the B. Virgin in the Temple of Jeruſa- 
2m, the fortieth Day after her happy Delivery, 
2ccording to the Law of Maſes, Levit. xii. and is 
called Prrification from the Latin Word, ſignifying 
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Holidays Expounded. 3 
to purify; not that the B. Virgin had contracted 
any thing by her Child-birth which needed Paurify- 
ing, (being the Mother of Purity itſelf) but becauſe 
other- common Mothers were, by this-ceremonial 
Right, freed from the legal Impurityof Child-birth, 

to which out of her great Humility ſhe ſubmitted. 
It is called Candlemas, becauſe before Maſs is ſaid 
that Day, the Church bleſſes her Candles for the 
whole Year, and makes a Proceſſion with hallowed 
or bleſt Candles in the Hands of the. Faithful, in 
Memory of the Light wherewith Chriſt illuminated 
the Church at his Preſentawon, when old Simeon 
ſtiled him, A Light to the Revelationoof the Gentiles, 
and the Glory of hit People Iſrael. St. Luke ii. 32. 
- The — r Sundays c He, 
uinquageſima, and Quadrageſima, are Daysappro- 
Fe by the Such to Acts of Pena And 
ortification, and are a certain Gradation or 
Preparation to the Devotion of Lent, being more 
proper and immediate to the Paſſion and Reſur- 
rection of Chriſ; and they have their numeral De- 
nominations from Quadrageſima Sunday, ſo talled 
becauſe it is about the fortieth Day before Eaſter. 
HShrovetide ſignifies the Time of confeſſing; for 
our Anceſtors uſed to ſay, we will goto ſbriſt, inſtead 
of we will go to Confeſſion; and in the more primi- 

tive Times, it was the Cuſtom of all good Chriſti- 
ans then to confeſs their Sins to a Prieſt, the better 
to prepare themſelves for a holy Obſervation of Lent 
and worthy receiving the bleſſed Sacrament at Eaſter. 
Aſb-Medneſday, a Day of public Penance and Hu- 
miliation in the whole Church of God, fo called 
from the ancient Ceremony of bleffing Abbes on that 
Day, wherewith the Prieſt ſigneth the People with a 
Croſs on their Foreheads, giving them this whole- 
ſome Admonition, Memento homo quia pulvis es et in 
pulverem reverteris: Remember Man that Duſt thou

art, and into Duſt thou ſhalt be return, to mind them 
of their Mortality, and prepare them for the holy 
Faſt of Lent: The 4/bes uſed this Day are made 
of the Palms bleſſed the Palm-Sunday before. 
L.ent is called in Latin Quadrageſima, becauſe it is 
a Faſt of forty Days, (except the Sundays, which are 
not kept as — of Faſt, but Abſtinence only) in- 
ſtituted by the Church in a grateful Commemo- 
ration of CHriſt's faſting forty Days and forty Nights 
in the Deſart. Which Faſt has been obſerved in 
England near one thouſand Vears, according to Sir 
Richard Baker in his Chronicle, Fol. 8. - 
Paſſion- Sunday, ſo called from the Paſſion of Chriſt 
then drawing nigh, was ordained by the Church 
more cloſely to prepare us for a worthy Celebra- 
tion f that Solemnity. On this Day the Cruci- 
fixes . in the Churches are covered with mourn- 
ing Colour, both to commemorate our Saviour's 
going out of the Temple and hiding himſelf, and 
to diſpoſe us to compaſſionate his Sufferings. 
Polm- Sunday, ſo called from the Palm-Branches 
 whicthtthe Hehreio Children ſtrewed under the Feet 
of our Lord at his triumphant Entry into Feru/alem. 
Hence the Church bleſſes Palms yearly on this Day, 
and makes a ſolemn Proceſſion in —— of that 
humble Triumph of our Saviour, all the People 
bearing Palm. branches in their Hands. | 
 Maundy-Thurſday, in Memory of our Lord's laſt 
Supper, when he inſtituted the B. Sacrament of his 
Body and Blood; and is called Maundy-Thurſday, 
guaſi Mandatum, or Mandat Thur ſday, from the firſt 
Word of the Anthem, Mandatum novum do vobis,

- Good-Fraday, the moſt ſacred and memorable 
Day on which the great and glorious Work of our 


Redemption was conſummated by our Saviour 


Jeſus Chriſt on the Croſs between two Thieves. 
On Thar/day, Friday and Saturday in Holy Meet, 
the Offices called Tenebræ are ſolemnly and mourn- 
fully ſung in Lamentation of our Lord's Paſſion. 
And becauſe theſe Offices are now recited in the 
Evenings of the Wedneſday, Thurſday, and Friday 
foregoing, they have gained the Name of Tenebræ- 
days; and they are called Tenebræ, (i. e. Darkneſs) 
to repreſent the Darkneſs which overſpread the 
Earth at our Saviour's Paſſion, for which End the 
Lights on the Altarare alſo extinguiſhed; after ſome 
Silence at the End of the Office a Noiſe is made, to 
repreſent the rending of the Veil of the Temple, 
and the Diſorder of Nature at her Maker's Death. 
The four Ember-Weeks, (in Latin guatuor Tem- 
fora) are Times of public Prayer, Faſting and Pro- 
ceſſion, partly inſtituted for the ſucceſsful Ordina- 
tion of the Prieſts and Miniſters of the Church, 
and partly to beg and render Thanks to God for 


the Fruits and Bleſſiings of the Earth. Ember 


comes from the Greet Emerai, i. e. dies, a Day: 
Others call them Ember-days from the ancient reli- 
gious Cuſtom of eating nothing on thoſe Days till 
Night, and then only a Cake baked under the Em- 
bersor Aſhes,called pants ſubcinericius, Ember-bread. 

Fakes or Country Feaſts are uſually obſerved on 
the Sunday next after the Saint's Day to whom the 
Pariſh Church is dedicated, and took Origin from 
a Letter written by St. Gregory the Great to Melitus 


Abbot, who was ſent into England with St. Auſtin, 


in theſe Words, It may m— be permitted them, 
(iz. the Engliſh) that on the Dedication Days, of

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other folemn Days of Martyrs, they make themſelves 
Bowers about their Churches, and refreſhing themſelves 
and feaſting together after a good religious fort, kill their 
Oxen now to the Praiſe of God and Increaſe of Chari- 
ty, which before they were wont to facrifice to the De- 
vil, &c. Bede's Eccl. Hit. Cap. 30. And they are 
called Fakes, becauſe on the Vigils of thoſe Feaſts 
the People were wont to awake from Sleep at the 

ſeveral Vigils of the Night, and go to Prayers. 
24 Feb. St. Matthias, choſen by the College of 
Apoſtles to ſupply the Place of Judas the Traitor; 
he was crowned with Martyrdom in Jury, Anno 74. 
12 March, St. Gregory, worthily ſurnamed the 
*Great, for his admirable Works and indefatigable 
Labours. He is ſtiled the Apoſtle of England by St. 
Bede, from his ſending over St. Auguſtine and other 
religious Perſons of the Order of St. Benedict, for 

the Converſion of our Ifle. He died Auno 604. 
17 March, St. Patrick, Biſhop and Confeſſor, he 
was Son to Culphurnius, a noble Briton of Pembroke- 
ire, and being educated by his Uncle, the great 
St. Martin of France, was ordained Biſhop by Pope 
Celeſtine, Anno 431, and ſent to preach the Goſpel 
firſt to the Scots, and then to the 71, which whole 
Nation he converted, and became thereby their 
Apoſtle. He died, full of Sanctity and Miracles, 

after he had lived 122 Years, A. D 49119. 
19 March, St. Joſeph, the reputed Father of our 
B. Saviour, and Spouſe of our B. Lady: He died 
in Judea, before our Saviour begun his Miſſion. 

21 March, St. Benedid the Great, Abbot and Pa- 
triarch of the Monks, who reſtored the almoſt de- 
cayed monaſtical Diſcipline in the Weſtern Church. 
His Life, c. is written by St. Gregory. He died 
at Mount Caſin, Anno 542. ch 
25 March, Annunciation of the B. Virgin Mary, a

Eaſter- day, in Latin Paſcha, a great Feſtival in 
Memory and Honour of our B. Saviour's Reſurrec- 
tion. It is called Eaſter from Oriens, i. e. the Haſt, 
or Riſing, one of the Titles of Chriſt; and his Name 
(ſays the Prophet (all be called Oriens. 

Monday and Tueſday following are alſo kept holy, 
in Memory of ſome of our Lord's firſt Apparitions 
after his Reſurrection; which are commemorated 
on theſe Days for the greater Solemnity of this Feaſt. 

Dominicà in albis, commonly called Loꝛu- Sunday, 
is the Odiaue of Eaſter-day, and fo called from the 
Catechumens or NVeophytes white Garments, Em- 
blems of Innocence and Joy, which they put on at 
their Baptiſm, and ſolemnly put off on this Day. 

Holy-Thurſday, or Aſcenſion-day, a Feaſt ſolem- 
nized in Memory of Chri/t's glorious Aſcenſion into 
Heaven the fortieth Day after his Reſurrection, in 
the Sight of his Apoſtles and Diſciples, Als i. 

23 April, St. George, a Martyr of Cappadocia, of 
whom the Roman Martyrology ſays, that the Church 
of God honours his glorious Martyrdom amongſt 
the Crowns of other Martyrs. He was choſen in a 
ſpecial Manner as chief Patron of our Engliſß Na- 
tion, at the Inſtance of the glorious Prince Henry V. 
before his Expedition for regaining France. When 
it was ordained by a provincial Conſtitution, that 
this Feaſt ſhould be kept holy, and his Solemnity is 
obſerved with a double Office and Octave through- 
out the whole Realm. He ſuffered Anno 282 

25 April, St. Mark the Evangeliſt was Diſciple 
and Interpreter to St. Peter, who writing his Goſ- 
pel at the Requeſt of the Chriſtians of Rome, todk 
it with him into Zgyp/, where, firſt preacuing at 
" Alexandria, he founded that Church; and atter- 
B 4 wards 
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wards being apprehended for the Faith of CHriſt, 
was bound with Cords and dragged upon Stones; 
then being ſhut up in a cloſe Priſon, he was com- 
forted by an angelical Viſion, and an Apparition of 
the Lord of Angels. He was called to Heaven in 
the 8th Year of Nero. On this Day the Great Li- 
tanies are ſaid, and Abſtinence from Fleſh is ob- 
ſerved, toobtaina Bleſſing on the Fruits of the Earth. 

1 May, St. Philip and James, Apoſtles. After the 
firſt had converted almoſt all Scythia to the Faith 


of Chri/?: He was faſtened to a Croſs, and ſtoned 


to Death at Hieropolis, a City of Aſia, Anno 54. 
The ſecond, called alſo our —— Brother, was 
the firſt Biſhop of Jeruſalem He was thrown from 
a Pinnacle of the Temple, his Thighs were broke, 
and his Head being wounded with a Fuller's Club, 
he died, and was buried near the Temple, Auno 63. 
3 May, The Invention of the Holy Croſs, or Holy 
Rooad-day, a Feaſt in Memory of the miraculous In- 
vention or finding of the Holy Crofs on which our 
Saviour ſuffered, by St. Helen, Mother to Con/tan- 
tine the Great, in the Year 326, after it had been 
hid and buried by the Infidels 180 Years, who 
erected a Statue of Venus in the Place of it. 
Rogation-week, the next but one before Mhitſun- 
day, is fo called, becauſe on Monday, Tueſday and 


Medneſday of this Week, Rogations (from Rogo to 


aſk and pray) and Litanies are uſed, with Abſti- 
nence'from Fleſh, enjoined by the Church to all 
Perſons, not only for a devout Preparative to the 


Feaſts of Chriſt's glorious Aſcenſion, and Pentecoſt, 


then ſhort'y after, but alſo to beg and ſupplicate 
the Bleſſiing of God on the Fruits of the Earth. 
The Belgians call it Cruys-week, 1. e. Croſs-2eek, 


and fo it is called in ſome Parts of England, be- 


cauſe when the Prieſt goes in Proceſſion on theſe 
Days, the Croſs is carried before him. 5

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In the North of England it is called Gang-week, 
from the ganging or going in Proceſſion and Per- 
i ambulations then uſed, Sc. |

T/bit-Sunday or Pentecoſt, a ſolemn Feaſt in Me- 
1 mory of the Holy Ghoſt coming on the Heads of 
4 the Apoſtles in Tongues of Fire, As ii. 3. 
Pentecoſt inGreek ſignifies the ſiſtieth, it being the 
6 fiftieth Day after the Reſurrection. And it is called 

I/hit-funday from the Catechumens being anciently 
cloathed in white, and admitted on the Eve of this 
Feaſt to the Sacrament of Baptiſm. 6 

Trinity- Sunday, the Ociaue of Whitjunday, is de- 
dicated to the moſt B. Trinity; to ſignify that the 
Works of our Redemption and Sanctification, then 
completed, are common to all the Three Perſons. 

Corpus-Chriſti Day, the next Thurſday after Tri- 
nity-Sunday, is a Feaſt inſtituted by the Church in 
Honour of the B. Sacrament of the Altar, ſo called 
from the Body of Chriſt ſubſtantially preſent there. 
On this Day in all Catholic Countries that adorable 
Sacrament is moſt ſolemnly carried about in Pro- 
ceſſion, the Prieſt and the People expreſſing their 
higheſt Devotions in Hymns and Prayers, accom-- 
panied with all other outward Teſtimonies of pious 
Affection, as Muſic, Flowers ftrewed in the Streets, 
their beſt Tapeſtries upon the Walls, &c. 

6 May, St. ohn Latin-Gate,- a Solemnity inſti- 
tuted to commemorate St. John the Evangeli/s be- 
ing brought Prifoner from Epheſus to Rame by Do- 
mitian's Order, and there, by Sentence of the Se- 
nate (before the Latin-Gate) was put into a Veſſel 
of boiling Oil, but came out more pure and vigo- 
rous than he went in: This happened Anno 92. 
15 26 May, St. Auguſtine, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
Fe and Monk of the Order of St. Benedict, was ſent 
3. over by St. Gregory the Great, to preach the Chri-- 
. ſtian Faith to our Nation: He firſt converted Ethel 
7 x | WC | bert, 
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bert, King of Kent, and afterwards by himſelf and 
others ſent as Co-adjutors with him, and their Suc- 
ceſſors, reconciled the whole Nation to the Faith 
and Law of Chriſt, and fo became our Apoſtle. He 
died A. D. 600, and was buried in his own Cathe- 
dral of Canterbury, whereof he was the firſt Arch- 
biſhop. His Feaſt uſed to be kept holy throughout 
the whole Dioceſe. Mart. Ang. 80 
27 May, St. Bede, commonly entitled Venerable, 
for his having illuſtrated the Church of God by his 
Learning and Piety. He was delivered to the Mo- 
naſtery of St. Peter and Paul at MWeremceuth in Bi- 
ſh8frich, at the Age of ſeven Years, and was edu- 
cated under St. Bennet Bi/cop. At the Age of thirty 
he was ordained Prieſt by John the Ordinary of 
that Dioceſe, at the Appointment of Acca, Arch- 
biſhop of Yori, and died A. D. 734, on the Day of 
our Lord's Aſcenſion, was buried in his own Mona- 
ſtery, butafterwards tranſlated to Durham, His Feaſt 
is now kept with a double Office on the 29th of OF. 
II June, St. Barnaby, Apoſtle, born in Cyprus, 
and ordained Apoſtle of the Gentiles with St. Paul, 
travelled with him into many Provinces, preaching 
the Goſpel: And going into Cyprus was crowned 
with Martyrdom, Anno 50. His Body, himſelf re- 
vealing it, was found in the Time of Zeno the Em- 
peror, with St. Matthew's Goſpel written by himſelf. 
| 1 rao St. Alban, the firſt or Proto-Martyr of 
our Nation, in the Time of Diocleſian: He ſuffer- 
ed Martyrdom for entertaining a Prieſt at Veru- 
lam, now from him called St. Allans, Anno 303. 
24 June, The Nativity of St. John the Baptiſt, 
Precurſor of our Lord, Son to'Zacharyand Elizabeth, 
who, being yet in his Mother's Womb, was re- 
pleniſhed with the Holy Ghoſt. | 
- 29 June, St. Peter and St. Paul arejoined in one 
S olemnity, becauſe they were principal and joint 
N . Operators

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Operators under Chrift in converting the World; 
the firſt converting the Jews, the other the Gentiles: 


As alſo, becauſe both were martyr'd at the fame 
Place (Rome) and on the ſame Day (29 June.) 

2 July, The Viſitation of our B. 5 , a Feaſt in- 
ftituted to commemorate her Viſit to her Couſin 
St. Elizabeth, immediately after ſhe had received 
the Angel's Meſſage of the Incarnation of the Son 
of God. It is celebrated at this Time, when ſhe 
returned to Nazareth, rather than at the Time ſhe 
undertook it, becauſe that being commonly about 
Eaſter, its Obſervation cannot be complied with, by 
reaſon of ſo many great Solemnitiesthen happening. - 
Pope Urban VI. inſtituted this Feaſt, Anno 1385. 

7 Juby, The Tranſlation of St. Thomas of Canter- 
bury; a Feaſt ordained by a provincial Conſtitution 
in the Time of Simon Iſlip, Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, to be obſerved throughout the whole Nation, 
in Memory of his facred Relics-being taken up and 
repoſed in a more coſtly Shrine, and in a more 
eminent Place in his own Cathedral, where it was 
had in great Veneration until the Days of King 
Henry VIII. Arno 15 39. 

25 Fuly, St. James, called the Great, Brother to 
St. Jobn the Evangeliſt, was, about the Feaſt of 
Eaſter, beheaded at Jeruſalem, by Herod Agrippa. 
His Relics were upon this Day tranſlated to Com- 
poftella in Spain, where they are had in great Vene- 
ration, People reſorting thither from all Parts of 
Chriſtendom to pay their pious Devotions, and fulfil 
their Vows, He ſuffered Martyrdom Anno 42. 

20 July, St. Anne, Mother to the Bleſſed Virgin 
HAary, Mother of God. ; 
27 July, St. Joſeph of Arimathea, a noble Decu- 
rion, mentioned by the Evangeliſt, who, after he 
had buried CHriſt, came out of Jury into Great 


Britain with Joſeph his Son and divers others, and

obtained: 
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obtained of King Arviragus a little Iſland in So- 
merſfetſhire, called Inis Mitrin, now Glaſtenbury, 
where, building a little Oratory for himſelf and 
Companions, and leading a ſolitary Life, reple- 
niſned with Merit and old Age, he died, Auno 82. 
6 Auguſt, The Transfiguracion of our Lord, when 
our B.Lord appeared in Glory upon Mount Thaber 
in Preſence of his three Apoſtles, between Moſcs 
and Elias; the Law and the Prophets. Mat. xvii. 
10 Aug. St. Lawrence, Deacon to Pope Zi/?us II. 
was moſt cruelly brozled on a Gridiron for the Faith 
of Chrif, which Martyrdom he ſuffered with in- 

comparable Fortitude and Patience, Auno 253. 
15 Aug, The Aſſumption of the B. Virgin Mary, 
a Feaſt in Memory of her being aſſumed or taken 
up into Heaven, both Soul and Body, after her 
Diſſolution; which is a Tradition pioutly be- 

lieved in the Church, and happened A. D. 56. 

And the Feaſt of her Nativity (Sept 8) is in Me- 
mory of her glorious Birth; by whom the Author 
of all Life and Safety was born into the World, 

18 Auguſt, St. Helen, an Britiih Woman b 
Birth, was Mother to Constantine the Great, the fir 
Chriſtian Emperor. She died Anno 326. 

24 Aug. St. Bartholomew, one of the twelve A- 
poſtles of our Lord, who having preach'd the Goſ- 
pel in India, and paſting thence into the great Ar- 
menia, after he had converted innumerable People 
tothe Faith, was barbarouſly flead alive by the Com- 
mand of A/ages, Brother to the King, Anno 44. 

29 Aug. The Decollation of St. John the Baptiſt, 
whom Herod Antipas beheaded about the Feaſt of 
Eafter ; though his Memory be kept on this Day, 
when his venerable Head was found the ſecond 
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Time, which being afterwards tranſlated to Rome, 
Anno 391, is there jkept with great Devotion in 
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the Church of St. Silveſter, near unto Campus 
Martius. = oy 
14 September, The Exaltation of the Holy Crafs ; 
when Heraclius the Emperor having overcome Co/roe 
King of Perſia, brought it back to Feru/alem, A. 628. 

21 Sep. St. Matthew, Apoſtle and Evangeliſt. 
Preaching the Goſpel in Erh:opia, was ſlain at the 
Altar, as he celebrated the divine Myſteries, Anno 44. 

29 September, Michaelmas, is a Solemnity or ſo- 
lemn Maſs on that Day in Honour of St. Michael, 
Archangel, and of all the nine Orders of holy An- 
gels; as alſo to commend the whole Churchof God, 
to their Patronage and Prayers, by whoſe charitable 
Miniſtry we have received of God, as the original 
Source, ſo many Benefits: And it is called the De- 
dication of St. Michael, from the dedicating of a 
Church in Rome to him, by P. Boniface III. A. 606. 

5 Oclober, St. Placid and his Companions, Monks 
and Martyrs at Meſſina in Sicilly; together with him 
ſuffered his two Brothers, Eutychius and Victoriuus, 
as alſo Flavia his Siſter, with Donatus and Firmatus, 
Deacons, Fau/tus and thirty other Monks of the 
venerable Order of St Bennet; he himſelf having 
been the immediate Child of the ſaid holy Patri- 
arch. They were all moſt barbarouſly murdered 
by Manuchas the Pirate, Anno 541. 

18 October, St. Luke the Evangeliſt, who after 
he had endured many Afflictions for the Name of 
Chriſt, filled with the Holy Ghoſt, died in Bithynia, 
Anno 74, whoſe facred Bones were brought to Con- 

antinople, and thence tranſlated to Padua. 

28 Oct. St. Simon the Cananean, and Jude, otherwiſe 
called Thaddeus : The firſt preached the Goſpel in 
Egypt, the ſecond in Meſopotamia, and afterwards. 
going together into Perſia after they had converted an 
infinite Multitude of that Nation to the Faith, they

both accompliſh'd their Martyrdom in the Vea 568. 
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1 November, All-Saints or All-hallows, a So- 
lemnity in Memory and Honour of all the Saints; 
fince the whole Year is too ſhort to afford us a 
ſeveral Feaſt for every Saint in particular. 

2 November, All- Souls, is a Day tet apart by the. 
Church for the Living to commemorate by Prayers 
and Suffrages the Souls of the Faithful departed. 

And theſe two Days, All- Saints and All-Souls, were 
of ſo eminent Obſervance with our Anceſtors, that ; 

they ſtill continue no Court- days in ¶eſiminſter- Hall. | 

21 November, The Preſentation of cur B. Lady in 

the Temple of Jerufalem at three Yeers of Age; a Feaſt 
commanded to be obſerved by P. Paul II. A. 1464. 

30 Nov. St. Anareto, Apoſtle and Martyr, who 
preach'd the Goſpel in Thracia and Scytbia, till ap- 
prehended by Ægeas the Proconſul, he was firſt 
caſt into Priſon, there moſt cruelly beaten, and at 
laſt faſtened to a Croſs, whereon hanging alive for 
three whole Days together, he preach'd to the Peo- ' 
ple; and having beſought our Lord that he might i 
not be taken down from the ſame, environ'd with 
a great Light from Heaven, he gave up his bleſſed 
Soul to God, at Patras in Achata, Anno 69. 

The four Sundays of Advent, are thoſe preceding 
briſi mas- dar, and were inſtituted by the Church 4 
with particular Offices, commemorative of the £ 
Benefits of our Saviour's Advent, or coming to 
redeem the World by his happy Birth. 

8 December, The Conception of the glorious and ever 
blefſed Virgin Mary, Mother of God, a Feaſt firſt 
inſtituted by St. Anjelm, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
and Monk of St. Bennet's Order, in the Year 
o/o, and commanded afterwards by Sixtus IV. 
to be generally obſerv'd, Anno, 14-6. 

21 December, St. Thomas, Apoſtle and Martyr, 
who having preach'd the Goſpel to the Parthians, 

Medes, Perſians and Hyrcans, went into India, 
1: Where. 
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where he inſtructed that People in the Chriſtian 


Faith, and for that, by the King's Command, 


was thurſt thro' the Body with Lances, and gave 


up his hlefſed Soul at Calamina, in the Year 44. 


25 December, Chriſtmas, or the Naitvity of Chriſt, 


a ſolemn Feaſt yearly celebrated by the Catholic 


Church, even from the Apoſtles Time to this Day, 
in Memory of the Birth of our Saviour Chriſt at 
Bethichem: and therefore it is called the Feaft of 


His Nativity, and Chriſimas for the Maſs celebrated 


on that Day in Honour of his holy Birth. 
26 Decerniber, St. Stephen, the firſt or Proto- 
Martyr after Chri/”s Aſcenſion, ſtoned to Death 


by the eros, Ads vii. Anno 34. 2 


27 December, St. ohn Apoſtle and Evangeliſt, who 
after the writing of his Goſpel, after his Baniſhment, 
and after he had 1eceiv'd the Revelation of his Apo- 
calyp/e, liv'd unto the Time of Trajan the Emperor, 
and both founded and governed the Churches of 
Aſia. Finally worn out with old Age the 68th Year 
after our Lord's Paſſion, died at Epheſus, in the 93d 
Year of his Age, and was buried near the ſame City. 

28 December, Hoh Innacents, or Childer-maſs- day, 
a Feaſt in Memory of thoſe Babes whom Herad 
flew when he ſought for our bleſſed Saviour: And 
it is called Ghilder-ma/s, or Childrens-majſs, from 


the particular Commemoration of thoſe martyr'd 
Children in the Maſs for that Day. 


The ſeveral! Feaſts of other Saints are inſtituted 
by the Church to honour God in his Saints, and 


to teach us to imitate their Virtues and honour their 
Martyrdoms and Sufferings for the Faith of Cbriſt.

overlook your greateſt Offences, as if they were none at 
all: Firſt then humble 2 % in the Sight of God, 
and petition for that Light which you want. 
A Prayer before Examination of Conſcience,

This proving or trying one's ſelf is the firſt and 
moſt ngcefſſary Preparation for the holy Communion, 
and conſiſis in looking diligently into the State of one's 
Soul, in order to diſcover what Indiſpaſitiens or Sins 
may he there concealed ; and to apply a proper Reme- 
dy to them by fincere Repentance and Cenfeſſion; left 
otherwiſe, approaching to the Holy of Holies with a Soul 
defiled with the Guilt of mortal Sin, we become guilty 
of the Body and Blood of Chrift, and receive 
Judgment to ourſelves, not diſcerning the Lord's 
Body, 1 Cor. xi. For this Reaſon we go to Confeſ- 
ion before Communion, in order to clear ourſelves fron: 
the Filth of Sin. | 
2. The Perſon that is to receive the bleſſed Sacra- 
ment muſt be always faſting, at leaf? from Midnight, 
by the Command of the Church, and by a moſt antient

Firſt, To think well on the great Work he has in 
Hand; to conſider attentively oho it is he is going 
to receive, and how far he is from deſerving ſuch a 
Favour ; and to implore with Feruaur and Humility 
God's Grace and Mercy. And this ſhould be the 
Subject of his Meditations and Prayers for ſome Days 
beforthand ; and-more particularly the Night before

A MepitTaTt1on before Communion, divided into 
Seven Points, which may ſerve as a Seven-Days 
Preparation for the bleſſed Sacrament. | 

COnlider, 1/7, That Jeſus Chrift-our Lord, 

whom we receive in this bleſſed Sacrament, 
is called in Seripture the Lamb that vas ſlain from 
the Beginning of the World, Apocalypſe xii. 8. Be- 
cauſe from the very Beginning of the World there 
was no Way of coming at God's Mercy or Grace 
but by Faith in a Redeemer to come, and by the 

Merits of his future Death and Paſſion. Hence 

Chrift crucified was from the Beginning of the 

World the great Object of the Devotion. of the 

Patriarchs and Prophets; for him they conſtantly 

ſighed; him they regarded in all their Sacrifices ; 

_ which were indeed fo many Figures of him, and 

of his Death. All theſe Figures were to have an 

End, when Chriſt himſelf, the very Truth, in 

Perſon came into the World, and offered himſelf 

upon the Croſs a Sacrifice for the Sins of the 

World: But ſtill his Death and Paſſion is to be 

the perpetual Object of the Devotion of all his 

Children and Servants, even to the End of the 

World; not now as prefigured in Shadows and 

Types, but as commemorated and celebrated in 

the Euchariſtic Sacrifice and Sacrament, contain- 

ing and exhibiting verily and indeed, that is, in 
very Truth, our great High-Prieſt and Victim, 
efus Chriſt; For the ancient Figures are now 
paſſed, and the Truth has fucceded in their Place; 
and that ſame Fountain of all Sanctity, who of 
old communicated himſelf to his * 
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ally by Faith, now gives himſelf to us verily and 
indeed, in theſe heavenly Myfteries: For this 
Manner of communicating himſelf was beſt be- 
coming the new Law; which is a Law of Love, 
a Law of Grace, and a Law of Truth. Ah! my 
Soul, admire and adore the Riches of the Bounty 
and Goodneſs of thy God and Saviour, who gives 
thee in this Sacrament fo great a Gift, that Hea- 
ven itſelf has nothing greater. Embrace his Love, 
and let it be with a ſuitable Return of Love. And 
ſee thou prepare thyſelf worthily to receive ſo great 
a Viſit: O take care to open wide thy Heart, that 
it may be capable to hold thoſe Treafures which 
he brings with him, and which he deſires to im- 
part to thee.

Confider, 24%, The Figures by which God was 
pleaſed in the Old Teflament to foreſhew this Sa- 
crament : Eſpecially theſe three, the Tree of Life, 
the Paſchal Lamb, and the Manna from Heaven. 
The Tree of Life, which God planred in the 
Midſt of the earthly Paradiſe, had that excellent 
Property, that, if Sin had not baniſhed us from that 
happy Abode, by feeding on the Fruit of it, we 
thould have been maintained in a conftant Vigour, 
Strength and Health, and have never died. O 
how well does the bleſſed Euchariſt anſwer this- 
noble Figure! in which we feed upon Life itſelf 
in its very Fountain; and by frequently and wor- 
thily approaching to it, receive a copious and con- 
ſtant Supply of heavenly Vigour, Strength and 
Health of the Soul; that fo we may never incur 
the ſecond Death, but paſs from Life to Life; 
from the Life of Grace to the Life of Glory; from 
Life concealed under facramental Veils, to Life 
ſeen and enjoyed without Shadow or Change for 

all Eternity. The Paſchal Lamb, which was firſt 
| | 3 offered 
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offered in Sacrifice to God, on the Evening on 
which the Children of J/rae/ were delivered from 
the Bondage of Egypt, and then was by God's 
Command eaten by all the Faithful, was alſo a 
Figure of the bleſſed Euchariſt, and of tlie true 
Lamb of God, there communicated to us; even 
that Lamb which was firſt offered in Sacrifice for 
our eternal Redemption from the Bondage of the 
infernal Pharaoh, and is now received by all the 
Faithful in theſe heavenly Myſteries, for a perpe- 
tual Commemoration of this our Redemption, 
and a daily Application of the Fruit of it to our 
Souls. O my Soul, let us confidently run to this 
Lamb of God, who taketh away the Sins of the 
World! Let us receive with all Affection this 
Chriſtian Paſſover? Let us embrace this Victim 
of our Redemption, this new Sacrifice of the new 
Covenant, the Covenant of Life and of Love 
Let us ſprinkle ourſelves with this Blood of the 
New Teſlament, that ſo the deſtroying Angel may 
have no Power to hurt'us.

Oh! let me ever 
reliſh thy hidden Sweetneſs 5 
Conſider, 34h, The Myſteries which we cele- 
brate in this thrice bleſſed Sacrament and Sacri- 
fice. Here the whole Paſſion and Death of Chri/? 
is ſolemnly acted, as a moſt ſacred Tragedy, by 
himſelf in Perſon. Here the Lamb of God pre- 
ſents himſelf as ſlain to his eternal Father; and 
his Blood moſt powerfully pleads in our Behalf. 
Here the Death of our Lord, the Fountain of all 
our Good, plentifully flows into our Souls, and 
ever lives and brings forth in us the Fruit of Life. 
Here the Triumphs of our crucified King, his 
victorious Reſurrection and glorious Aſcenſion are 
diſplayed. Here we receive an Aſſurance vf the 
Share that we have in CHriſt, and in his Redempti- 
on, Here we partake of his Body, and of his Spirit. 
Here we drink of the Fountain of Life. Here all 
the Members of Chriſt are happily united with 
one another, and with their Head, in a Sacrament 
of Union and. Love. Here, in fine, we have a moſt 
certain Pledge of everlaſting Life, and of the eter- 
nal Enjoyment of him in our bleſſed Country, 
who thus lovingly gives himſelf to us in this Place 
of Baniſhment. O my. Soul, reverence with Awe, 
and embrace with Love, theſe Myſteries ſo full of 
Majeſty and of Love. The High-Prieft of the Ol! 
Teſtament was but once a Year to enter into the 
inward Sanctuary of the Temple, called the Holy 
of Holies; and then not without diverſe Purificati- 
ons and Sacrifices, and a ſolemn Faſt of all Yael. 
See then how pure, how holy thou oughteſt to

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himſelf, the true Holy of Holies, of which that 
Fewiſh Sanctuary was but a Shadow. 

Conſider, therefore, 4:h/y, That what moſt 
eſpecially calls for our Devotion in theſe moſt holy 
Myſteries, is the real Preſence of Jeſus Chriſt him- 
ſelf, true God and true Man, under the ſacramental 
Veils. Bow thyſelf down, my Soul, to adore this ſa- 
cred Truth: Let no proud Thoughts of Oppoſition 
ariſe in thee againſt this admirable Sacrament : cap- 
tivate thy Underſtanding to the Obedienceof Faith: 
Build thyſelf upon the expreſs Words of Truth it- 
ſelf, ſo often repeated in Holy Writ, and upon the 
expreſs Declaration of the Church of God, againſt 
which the Gates of Hell can never prevail. The 
Glory and Merit of Faith is to believe what thou 
can't not Tee; to acknowledge that the Almighty 
can do infinitely more than thou can'ft compre- 
hend; and that no Effort of Mercy and Love can 

e too great for him who has died for Love. See 
then what thy Devotion ought to be, in Conſe- 
quence of this Belief; what profound Reverence to 
io great a Lord, who lies concealed in theſe tre- 
mendous Myſteries ; what Purity of Conſcience, 
in order to approach worthily to Purity itſelf , 
what Humility, what Love, when thou art admit- 
ted to his Embraces! : 3 

Conſider, 5thly, How many Ways thy Lord 
and'thy God, thy Sovereign Good, who delights 
to be with the Children of Men, Prov. viii. 31. 
communicates himſelf to thee. In his Incarnation 
and Birth, he gave himfelf to be thy Companion, 
and to take upon him all thy Miſeries: In his 
Death he gave himſelf to be thy Ranſom: In this 
heavenly Sacrament he gives himſelf to be thy 
Food, the Comfort and Support of thy Exile:

I fear I have hitherto abuſed all thy 
Gifts: *Tis then thy own pure Goodneſs alone 
that can make thee love me; and thy pure Love 
alone that can make thee communicate thyſelf to 
me., O let me then be no longer ungrateful to.

ment to himſelf, not diſcerning the Body of the Lord: 
How then ſhall we, the moſt uniwarthy of all Sin- 
ners, preſume to receive this Lord of Glory! Muſt 
we then ſtay away till we have the Preſumption to 
think ourſelves æworthy? No certainly: For one 
of the moſt neceſſary Diſpoſitions for receiving 
worthily, is to acknowledge and believe our own 
Umuvorthineſs. Or muſt we, thro' Awe and Fear of 
ſo great a Majeſty, abſtain for ever from partak- 
ing of theſe, tremendous Myſteries? No: For it

| What 
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What then muſt we do, my Soul? We will not 
run away from our ſovereign Good: No, we will 
run to him. But it ſhall be like the humble Pub- 
lican, like the poor Prodigal returning home, like 
the penitent Magdalen. Such as theſe he never 
rejects: It ſhall be with a contrite and humble 
Heart, which he never deſpiſes: It ſhall be with 
an entire Confidence in his infinite Goodneſs and 
Mercy; for no one ever hoped in him, and was 
confounded.
